parts therof,but that it is to be hoped that thoſe things 
which by induftrie proſper there,may by like induſtrie 
vied here haue like ſucceſſe: and many priuate perſons 
who for their pleaſure hauc bred of thoſe wormes, 
haue found no experience to the contrarie, but thar 
they may be nouriſhed and maintained here it proui- 
ſion were made for planting of Mulberrie trees, hoſe 
leaues are the food of the Wormes. And theretore we 
haue thought good hereby to let you vnderſtand, that 
although in ſuffering this inuention to take place, we 
doe ſhew our ſelues ſomewhar an adverſaric to our 
profit, which in the matter of our Cuſtomes for filke 
brought from beyond the Seas, will receiue deminu- 


tion: Neuertheleſſe,when there is queſtion of fo great. 
and publique vrilitie to come to our Kingdome. and, 


ſubiects in generall, and whereby (beſides multitudes 


of people of both ſexes and all ages) ſuch as.in regard. 


of imporencieare vnfit for other labour,may be ſer on 


worke,comforted,and relecued ; VVe are content that,. 
our priuate beriefit ſhall give way to the publique, and- 


therefore beeing perſwaded that no well affeted Sub- 
te&t will refuſe to put his helping hand to ſucha worke 
as carr haue no other priuate ende in vs, butthe deſire 
of the wel-tare of ourpeople , we haue thought good 
in this forme onely to require you(asa perſon of grea- 
reſt authoritie within that Countie) and from whome 
the generalitie may recciue notice of our pleaſure 
(with more conueniencie then otherwiſe) to take oc- 


<afion either arthe quarter Seſſions, or arſome other 
pub- 


publique: place of meeting, to perſwade and require 
ſach as are of abilitic (without deſcending to trouble 
the poore,for whome we lecke to prouide)to buic and 
diſtribute in that Countie,the number of ten thouſand 
Mulberrie plants, which ſhall be delivered vnto them 
at our Citie of, &c. at therate of three farthings the 
Plant; or at fixe ſhillings the hundred,containing fiue- 
ſcore plants. And becauſe the buying of thefaid Plants 
atthis rate , may at firſt ſceme chargeable to- our ſaid 
Subje&s, (whome we would be loath toburthen) we 
haue taken order, that in March:or Aprillinexr , there 
ſhall be delivered at the ſaid place a good quantitie of 
Mulberrie ſeedes, there tobe fold to ſuch as will buie 
them,By meanes whereof the ſaid plants will be deli- 
uered ata ſmaller rate then they can be'affordedebee- 
ing carried from henee * hanitngrefolned alſo in the 
meane time that there ſhall be publiſhed in print a 
plaine InftruQtion and direction, both for the encrea- 
ſing of the ſaide Mulberrie-trees, the breeding of the 
Silke-wormes;and all other things-needefullro be vn- 
derſtood, for the perteting' of a worke every way fo 
commendable and' vrofitable, as well to the planter, 
as to thoſe that ſhall vie the trade.

done, you muſt caſt them vpon the;foreſaid beds, nor 
altogether ſo thicke as you vic to floe other garden 
ſeedes,and then couer them with ſome fine earth(paſt 
throug} a Sine), about halle an inch thicke : In dry 
weather you ſhall water them cuery two dayes at the 
faccheſt , as. likewiſe: the Plants. that 'ſhall'come of 
them; and keepe them-as cleane irom weedes as po- 
fibly you can, 

_ The time in which you ought to ſowe them for 
your beſt aduanrage', is either in March:, Aprill,or 
May, when froſtes are-cither altogether paſt , or at the- 
leaſt not fo ſharpe, or of fo long continuance, asto 
indangertheir vpſpring. 

There is yet another way to ſowe them, andthat 
isas followerh:: you ſhall ( beeing directed by a ſtraite 
line) make certaine furrowes inthe bedsaboue men- 
tioned of ſome foure fingers deepe; andabout a foote 
in diſtance the one from the other : Aﬀeer this, you 
ſhall open the earth witch your hands; on either ſide 
of rhe aforeſaid Furrowes, ſome two fingets from the

:erthe ſeedes are ſowne, you may remooue their 
plants, (or inthe monerh of Ianuarie, if it be not in 
fcoſtie weather)and ſet them inthe like beds as before, 
but firſt you muſt cut off their rootes leauing them a- 
bout eight inches in length,and their rops about halfe 
a foote aboue their rootes, more or leſle, according vo 
the ſtrength«of the ſaid plants,forthe weaker they be, 
the leſle roppes you ſhall leaue them. In this fort you 
may ſuffer them to remaine (weeding and watering 
themas neede ſhall require) till they be growne ſixe 
foote inlength aboue their rootes , whereunto when 
once they haue attained, you may cut their tops, and 
ſuffer them to ſpread, alwaies having acareto take a- 
way the many branches or fuccours,that may any way 
hinder their growth, vntill they be come torheir full 
length of ſixe footc,as aforeſaid.

Plants are waxen ſtrong,) you may remooue them 

either int the hedges of your ficlds,or into any 
ather grounds, If it hedges, you mult ſet them (is- 
teene foote the one from the other;ifin other ground, 
intending to make a wood of them,cightcene foote at 
the leaf}, Bit a moneth before you doe remooue them, 
you muſt make the holes(wherein you purpoſe to fer 
them) abour foure foote in breadth, and fo deepe as 
that their rootes may be well coucred, and ſome halts 
a f5ote of looſe earth left vader them, hauing alwaies 
8 ſpceia!l care {5 toplace them, thatthey may recciue 
the benefit of rhe Sunne, and not to be ſhadowed 0; 
ouerſpread by any neighbouring trees.

Henthe leaues of Mnlherrie trecs begin 

a little to bud forth, take the Egges of 

'our- Silke-wormes, and lay them in a 
peece of Say, or ſuch like tuffe,and in the day time 
caric them in ſome warme place about you, ina !ittle 
ſafe Boxe,bur in the night either lay them in your bed 
or betweene two warme pillowes, vntill ſuch time as 
the wormes begin to come forth : then take a peece of 
paper of the widenefle of the ſaid boxe,and hainng Clit 
tt tall of ſmall holes, lay it within the fame vpon the 
Egges, and vpon that againe ſome tewe Mulberrie 
lJeaues,to whichthe Wormes as they are hatched,will 
continually come. Theſe leaues with the wormes vp- 
on them,you muſt ſtill remooue into other boxes, lay- 
ing freſh leaucs as well on thoſe that are remooued as 
on the paper where the egges are; and this is the 
courſe which muſt be duly kept and obferued, vnrill 
ſuch times as all the wormes become forth of cheir 
ſhells,ſtill keeping their boxes warme,as aforeſaid,bur 
no longer about you, but vnrill the wormes begin to 
come torth, out of which boxes you may fafely take 
them,when once they hane paſt their ſecond ſickneſle, 
and fcede them vpon ſhelues of two foote in breadth, 
and eighteene inches one aboue the other, as in this 


figure following is expreſſed,

The faid ſhelues are nor to be placed in any ground 
roome, nor yetnext vnto the Tyles, bur in ſome mid- 
dle roome of your houſe , which openeth vpon the 
North and South, that you may the more conueniently 
give them either heate or aire, according as the time 
& ſeaſ9 thall require.Beſtdes,you muſt not make their 
cloſe vnto the Walles, but foas you may paſſe about 
thein, the better to looke vnto the Wormes,and keep 
them from Rars and Mice,which otherwiſe might de- 
uoure them . You muſt obſerue the times of their 
comming foorth , and keepe euerye oneor two daies 
hatching by themſelues, that vou may the better vn. 
derſtand their ſeuerall ſickneſſes orfleepings, which 
are foure in thetime of their feeding. The firſt com- 
monly ſome twelue dates after they are hatched, and 


'from thartime atthe end of every cight daies, accor- 


ding tothe weather,and their good or ill viage: during 
which time of every fickeneſſe, which laſteth two or 
three daics , you muſt feede them bur verie little, as 
onely to releeue ſuch of them, as ſhall haue paſt their 
ſickneſſe before the reſt , and thoſe that ſhall nor fall 
into their ſickneſle fo ſoone. 

The whole time that the wormes doe feede, is a- 
bout nine weekes , whereof vntill*they come vnto 
their firft fickenes, giue them young Mulberie leaues 
twice cuery day, but fewe at a timezfrom thence vntill 
their ſecond ſickneſle , ewice euery day in greater 
quantitiez and ſo from their ſecond to their third ſicke- 
neſle, increaſing the quantitie of the leaues,according 
as you percceiue the wormes to growe in ſtrength, and 
cleare of ſickeneſle : from the Hird vneill their fourth 
ſickeneſle ,you may giue rhem leaues thrice every day

and the fourth becing paſt, you may letthem haue (6 
many as they will cate, alwaies hauing a care that 
you gtue them none, burſuch as are drie, and well ay. 
red vpon a Table or cloath, before they be laid vpon 
@:em, and vvirhall gathered {o neere as may be, at Eh 
rimes as citherthe ſunne or winde hath cleared them 
of the deawe that falleth vpon them. 

For the feeding of Wormes you neede obſerue no 
other order then this, lay the Mulberie leauesvpon 
them, and euery two.or three dayes remoouethem, 
and make cleane their boxes , or ſhelues, vnleſle in 
times of their ſickneſle, for then they are not to be 
touched: the leaues which you take fromthem when 
you giuethem freſh to feed vpon,you muſt lay in ſome 
conuenient place, and ypon thema fewe neweleaues, 
to which the wormes thar lay hidden inthe olde, will 
come,and then you may paſſe them with the ſaid new 
leaues to the reſt of the wormes : and now leaſt any 
thing ſhould be omitred , which ſerues to perfe&t the 
diſcouerie of fo excellent a benefit, Iwill aduiſe you 
to be very diligent in keeping cleane their Boxes, or 
Shelues; as becing a ſpectall meanes whereby to pre- 
ſerue theinz wherefore when you intend to doe it, you 
fhall remooue them together with the vppermoſte 
leaues whereon they lic, vnto other boxes or ſhelues, 
for with your hands you may nor touch them,rill they 
haue ehroughly vader-gone their third {icknefle, and 
then you may paſle. them gently with cleane hands, 
without doing them any harme:- prouided that the 
partie that commeth necre them lImellnot of garlick, 
onyons, or the like. The firſt five weekes of their age 
you mult be very caretull to keepe them warme, and

in time of raine orcold weather, to ſet in the roome 
Where they remaine, apan with coales, burning in it 
now and then ſome Iuniper , Beniamin, and ſuch 
like, that yeeldeth ſweete ſmells. But afterwards, vn- 
leſfe in time of-extraordinarie cold, giuethem ayre, 
andrake heede'of keeping them too hor,being alwates 
mindefull ro ſtore the roome with hearbes and flow- 
ers which are delightfull and pleafing to the ſmell. 
As the wormes increaſe in bigneſle, you ſhall diſperſe 
them abroad-vpon more boards, orſhelues, and not 
ſuffer them.to lie too thicke together, and if you finde 
any of them broken, or of a yellowegliſtering co- 
four inclining to fickneſle, caſt them away, leſt they 
infechereſt, and fort ſuch as are nor ſicke, the grea- 
teſt and ſtrongeſt by themſclues, for fo the leſſer will 
ptofper the better.

Vpon we branches and ſprigs whereof,the wormes 
will tiſtea cremſclues,and make their bottoms, which 
in fourereene daies after the worme beginneth ro 
worke them, vou ay take away; and thoſe which you 
are minded to 'vſe for the beſt ſilke, you muſt cither 
preſcarly winde, or kill the VVorme which are within 
them , by laying the faid botromes two or ti1ree dayes 
inthe Suune, or 41 ſo-ne Ouen after the bread baked 
cherein is taken out, and the hercenefle of the hearis 
alaide. The other bottoms which you intend'ro keep 
for ſecede, you muſt lay in ſome connenient warme 
place, vntill che Wormes come forth, which is com- 
monly ſome ſixtecne or twenty daies from the be- 
ginning of their worke : and as they doe comeforth 
you mult purthem rogerher vpon ſome peece of old 
Say, Grogeran, the backfade of old Veluer, or the 
like, made faſt againſt ſome Wall or hangings in your 
houle, according as this figure following theweh. 

There they will ingender., and the Male having 
ſpent himſelfe, fallerth downe, and in ſhort time after 
dieth, as alſo doth: the Female, when ſhe hath laide 
her Egges, Which Egges when you perceiue them 
vpon the Sey or Grogeran, &c. to be of a graiſh co- 
lour, you may take them off gently with aknife, and 
hauing put them ina peeceof Sey, or fichlike, keepe 
them ina couered box amongſt your wollen cloathes, 
or the like, till the yeare following: But not in any 
moiſt roome, foritis hurrfull for then, neither where 
there i3 too much heate, leaſt the wormes ſhould be 
hatched before youcan haue any toode forthem.

The making of a Wheele, as likewiſe the way to - 
windethefaid Silke from the bottomes,can hardly be 
ſer downe fo plainely, as to be rightly vnderſtoode: 
Wherefore when time ſhall ſerue, there ſhall be ſent 
into cuery Countie of this kingdome, a Wheele rea- 
die made , and a man thart ſhall inſtruct all ſuch asare 
deſirous to learne the vie thereof: Till when , I will 
commend theſe breefe inſtructions to be carefully 
conſideredgot all ſuch as are willing either to benefir 
themſclues or their country, that beeing skiltull in the 
Contemplation, they may the readier, and with leſſe 
errour apply themſelues to Action,which painefallin- 
duſtry with Gods affiſtance, will quickly perfe&. 


Thoſe young plants ofa yeare old mentioned in his 
.Maieſties letters haue beene delinered in cuery Shiere 
'accofding to his highneſle pleaſure. Bur if any man 
would haue any Mulberrie trees of 3,4,5, ors, yeare 
old, or mulberie fſecdes to be fowen in their gargens, 
or other places according to the direction of this 
book,let him repaire vnto M. Foreſt his Maieſties Ser- 
uant atthe Duke of Lenox his lodging at the Court, 
orels in Milford lanencere Temple barre, at one M. 
Braband his houſe, or els, ar M. Been goldſmith dwel- 
ling in S. Martins lane necre Cheapeſide: or at M. Ni- 
cholas the Queenes gardener at Somerſet uoule, de- 


puties of the ſaid M. Foreſt.
